H E Tevcnth of i^fril being 
rA«rya4;,i6 3^. His Excellency 
departed from Granwich for 
Germarti^, tooke Barge abouc 
three of theclocke in the mor- 
ning, and landed at GrAVcfeni, 
fiom thence by Coach t<)C4»- 
terburj to bed, the next day to 
tj^arg^u where wee dined, and about three of the 
clockeinthcaftcrnoone, hec tooke (hipping in one of 
the Kings Ships c illed the Haffj Entrdnce, and landed 
the tenth day being Sunday ai Helver.Jluce, and from 
thence to the/?M'iK,thcrcf iiling over a lake moMafans' 
Jkce, and fo on by waggons to DelpbyX^d to the Hdge i 
but a mile before wee came thither, there met us fomc 
of the^r^»r^/5^*^w^4 iCoaches,which her Majcfty 
fent for his Excellency, and in one of them his Excel- 
lency went to her Majefty that night,thc time we ftaid 
thcrc,wa$ fpcm in vifits betweenc the Frincc of Orange, 
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his Excellency and the States, with fomc other Am- 
baffadours, that were then there, as the French^ Veneti- 
4ff^ and the SmdiJI)^ heere we ftaid three daies, and de- 
parted the f ourteenthday by wagonsjpaffing through 
Leiden to Woerden, and then entred the Bilhoprickc of 

Ucrecbc Utrecht ^zt\d fo to the City it felfe where wee lay, the 
Princcsbcing there at fchoole, his Excellency went 
to fee them that nighr, the next day thence to iJ/J^/;^^ 
to dine, where the Queene hath an houfe adjacent to 
the Rhine ^on the left fide, which wee viewed, having 
fairc roomes and gardens belonging to it, after diner, 
wee entered into Geldeyland, fo through j^^w^g' to 
K^rnheim to bed, paffing that afternoonc through 
much danger, by reafon of Out-lycrs frona the Array 
at Schenckenfchans, which was not farrc off, the Prince 
of Brandeturgb being heere in Towne, vificcd his Ex- 
cellency the next day, and the day after his Excellen- 
cy vifitcd him, who was flic wed by him, the afllcs of 
fome Romanes preferved in pots, that were found 
in a Mountainc called Zanten, which wee afterward 
paffcd by, heere wee lay Ealfer-day and the LMttncIaj 

' following , and did fee the fmoake and fire out of 

the great Peeces from the Sconce, as they were in 
skirmifli , thether his Excellency fent the Steward 
and a Trumpeter to demand paffage of the Spanyard 
in the Schans, and Crave William for the Hollander, 
but the Spaniard would not gnnt it, without order 
from Brujpls, Grave Willtam hearing their anfwer,fent 
bis Excellency word, hee made no doubt, but to give 
him free paffage the next day, for he r^folvcd to make 
an affault that night upon the Sconce, upon the afiault, 
the Spaniards yeclded it up oa conditions, and heere 
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his Excellency publiflied ccrtainc orders, to be gene- 
rally obferved amongft us, one reafon was, the fickc- 
ncffe, being heere very much, wee ftaid heere three 
daics and departed the nineteenth in waggons for the 
^f^4»/,firft croffcdover the Rhine]u{i by'thecownc on 
to the right fide into CUvcUnd, and fo to the TMeufe, 
a Caftlc where the Hollanders take toll at, adjoy ning 
to the Rhine on the fame fide, then paffing through all 
their wotkes and Army, leaving the Schans at a di- 
ftancc which was raiferably battered, untill wee came 
to Guvc William his Tent, where fome of theSpa-schcndt 
niards were fealing of their agreements what quarter ^^^^ 
they fliould have, who inftantly left them, to bring 
bis Excellency over the Rhine on a Bridge of flat bot- 
tom'd Boates, guarded with all his Troopes of Horfe^ 
untill wee came at the Barke wherein his Excellency 
lay that night, then returned and fenc a Company of 
Englifli Souldiers to guard it, the next day carely wee 
weighed Anchor and (ailed up the Rhihe^ having a 
Guard of Souldiers along the (bore, by reafon the 
Enemy went out of the Schans that morning, fo pa(^ 
Cmghy Emmerich and Rees, Towncs with ftrong fcofj- 
ces adjoyning to thQRhineon the left fide,thcD in fight 
of theMoumaine Zantcn on the other fide, foby Bu^ 
rick^ on the fame fide, loWefell a Townc on thclc^t^^'^^*^^' 
fide of theA6/w,againft which wee ca(i Anchor, and 
lay on (hip-board all night, for they died there of the - 
fickentfle more than thirty a day, neverrheh^fTe the 
next morning we tooke waggons in number eighteen 
and difplaied our Englifli colours in three (cverall 
wagonsjpofling over a little River in Boats call'd Lifp^ 
then by Rhdnbcrgb on the right hand being the laft 
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Towne of the States, then by DinJlAckeHy on the fame 
fide toDh^urgh to dinner,whcre none of our carriage 
might enter in, for as his Excellency entered the gate, 
one of the watch difcharged his pecce nccre unto the 
borfcs breaftj the reft being inftanily commanded to 
the contrary, but the Gates were (hue up, and wee 
kept our, untilltheTownc wercfatisficd, wee were 
no Enemy, opr carriage and Company being great, 
frightened theina- the fir ft after diner we paft ti)rough 
a long Wood in much danger, and in the view of 
Rogues, who did not fet upon us becaufe our Com- 
pany was great,yet we fearing the worft, hadfent f^r 
a Convoy of Musketrers to the next Towne before, 
who met os not untill we were out of the Wood. 
Then wee entered into Bergifb-Und, and went by 
D jflcIJorp. Keiftrfwttt to Dujfeklir/kfo bed, which ad joyncs to the 
Rhine on the Icf t fide,wfaere cheDakc of Ntiuhurgh lay, 
who was with his Djtchcffe abroad raking the aire, 
but efpying us comming , returned backc into the 
Towne with fpeed, and fent to have the Ports (hut up^ 
thinking wee bad beenc fomc Enemy, but hearing is 
wa&his ExGcUeacy was very jpyfull,and fent Cpaches 
forhim,,to comeand fuppe with him, and to i^iake bis 
houfehis lodgingthetimehe ftaid, but the next mor- 
ning after brcakc-faft,perceiving his Excellency would 
gocaway, had three Coaches waiting at thcdoore, 
into one hec put his Excellency, and us into the reft, 
and brought us out of Towne, with a Company of 
Horfcmenand Footein Arme5,andaTroopcof Lan- 
ces going before, and Trumpets founding about the 
Coach, his owne Guard' being thus brought with- 
out the Gates, hee tooke his leave of his Excellency 

and 
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and returned, and as wee were departing, there went: 
off great peecesot Ordnance. 

Thence ocerc 'K^afe, and then croflcd over the 
Rhhe at a little Dorpe called Hitmpe, into the Territo. 
ry of C#to, and Chen CO the City where we lay. It is^^^'^ 
feared on the right fide of the Rhine, where the Bifliop 
of U^erttx, was, who fcnt one of his Privie Counfell 
to invite his Excellency the next day to diner,he then 
fent three of his Coaches for us, and gave his Excel- 
icncy very noble encertaincment 3 the firft night his 
Excellency came, were prefented unto him twenty 
foure Flaggons of feverall klndes of Wine, the next 
day twenty eight, and at every Prefenr, there was a 
longfpcech made to his Excellency in Latinebyone 
that came with the Wine, which came all Iromthe 
Magiftrates of the City in Flaggons with the City 
Armesonthem, the Jefuits there have built them a 
very ftately Church and richly adorned it with gilr 
dings and ercfted an Altar one of the ftatelieft, I ever 
faw, in the City likewife thae is a great Church cal- 
Icdthe D^wf, wherein lyc the Bodies of three Kings, 
aWtirhe thm Kings 9fC$Mn, which went to wot- 
fliip our Saviour, then is there another Church called 
Saint ViffuU6y in which lycth the bones of i loo. Vir- 
gins in places locked up, and Saint Urfah inafairc 
Totiibc by them, which came all thither with htr for 
their Devotion, there is befides a Nunnery and fomc 

Englifti Nunnes there. .... 

Hecre we ftaid a wccke, and the twenty eighth day 
wee tookc a B(5ate drawne with nine horfes and went 
up ihcRhinc^y by many Villages pillaged and (hot 
do wnc, and many brave Vineyards on Mountaines, *• 

B J long 
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long the Rivers fide, paffing by Bcnn on the right fidcj 
and feven high Burghens with old Caftles on them, 
featcd on the other fide of the River, and to DrAchtn- 
fils Caftle on the left of the Rhine^ againft which wcc 
caft Anchor and lay that night on (hip-board, the aexc 
morning earely weighed Anchor, paffing by an Ifland 
in which is a Monaftcry of Nunnes called Tioncmer* 
ther, fo on by HammerBein Caftle by Keigrmagen An* 
dernach and Or«w<y three Townes on the right fide of 
thcRbhe, BgaitiRormM wee caft Anchor and lay on 
fliipboard. 

The next day earely weighed Anchor and went by 
Bffgers on the left fide, and there begunne T rierijch' 
landt, and fo to C0hUmz a Towne adjoyningtothe 
Rbmoti the right fide, which the French lately loft, 
being driven out by the Emperours Forces into a Ca- 
ftle feated on a very high Rocke , oppofire to the 
Towne called HermanSiein , which comoiandcth the 
Towne, who were then skirmifliing when wee came, 
wherefore wee caft Anchor about halfc an Englifli 
mile before, and fent a Trumpeter defiring paflage, 
which they willingly granted, ceafing their fight on 
both fides, the Generall in the Towne making prepa- 
ration to entertaine his Excellency, did but open the 
GatC) thinking to cleare the pafiagc for his Excellen- 
cies entrance, prefently they in the Caftle letflyea 
Cannon and were like to have (lainefome of them, 
wherefore they withdrew from fliewing of them- 
fclvcs, untill his Excellency came againft the Gate, 
and then came forth and intreated his ExccHencyto 
dine with him, but hee ftaid not having a long way to 
goe that night 3 they in the Caftle arc befieged on 

every 
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every fide, before them arc Cannons placed Jufl: by 
ivers fide, bchinde thera arc a great company of 
Horfemen called Crabhats, beyond thera in a plaine 
great field, are other Horfemen and Footcmen, and 
likcwife in Iflands in the Rhhe^ all watching that they 
cannot be relievedj they in the Townc, if they doe but 
toofce out of their windowes, have a bullet prefently 
prefented at their heads, yet the Towne is fomewhac 
thcftronger for a River called the CMofeU, which run- 
neth along one fide of the Towne into the Rhine, over 
which there did ftand a faire Bridge, though part of 
it now be beaten downe, that there is no paffage over, 
but have made a little lower on the CMoJfcH a pafTagc 
on Boates, to relieve the Towne, under the Caftle 
theic is a very beautifuU houfc, which the Emfmur 
gave to the eUHot of T rjer^ and hee refigned it to the 
/"r^fftfA, whereupon the ^/'-i/^/W befiegedhim, when 
he lay in a faire Caftle on the tMcJfe/i called Tryer, 
and tooke him prifoner, and is prifoner now ; as wcq 
were departing from hence, the French gave us a brave 
vollieof (hot as hath beene heard, with foure or five 
peeces of Ordnance , from hence up the Rhiue, by 
Lo»!ieinm6, Bratftacb two Towncs on the left fide,and 
CapeBe a Caftle on a Rocke on the other fide, toBcfpArt 
a Towne on the fame fide, againft which wee caft t\ n- 
chor and lay aboard^ 

Thefirft of May being Sunday^ and their Whiti 
funday, we departed,pa(Iing by Villages ftiot downe, 
and by many pidures of our Saviour and the Virgin 
LMdfjy fetupat the turnings of the water, untill we 
entered the Land of ^(//ir, where we ftill viewed plea- 
hnt Vines on the Mouotaioes, fo by Saif^t (ji0are,znd 

by 
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by RhimfilJs Caftle both on the right fide, fo Cats/- 
ntlhogon Caftic on the other fide, then by ObenvefeU 
on Che right fide ; then begins the Uwn PaUthau, 
fo by Cdub on the left fide, which is the firft Towne 
m the Pfaltz, and fo to Pfsitz Caftle, fcatcd in a little 
Hand m the River, from hence to Bucbdrach, a Townc 
where we landed, it is fcated on the right fide of the 
Rhtne, having a Caftle on a high Rocke within the 
walls, and under that a Church, which is from the 
plaincground loo. fteps before one can comeinroir, 
hcercthepoore people are found dead wirhgraffe in 
their mouthcs; from hence by a Village on the fame 
fide, m which none but Leapers are , Being not f jrre 
off the Towne, and fo to Hdmbich on the fame fide 
by Drechshaufin on the other fide, to K^rmanjhafifcn) 
a Towne on the left fide of the Rhine, againft which 
wecaft Anchor and lay on Ship-board. 

The next morning departed hence, and thenhc- 
g\xtitJM»mm[izl4nJ, foby a little Tower in the wa- 
ter, called cMouie Thour, which one Otto^ Bifhoppc 
oijMentz, having lived not well, being much troub- 
led withMice,builtthis,and lived in if,fhinking there 
tobefecure, but even thither they purfued himalfo, 
andeate hiraup: then by Btngen, afaire Towne oa 
the right fide,and by EhrenfeU Cafllc on the other fide 
to Rudelhetnt a Towne on the left fide of the Rhine, in- 
to which I entered, and did fee poore people praying 
where dead bones were in a little old houfe , and 
httchis Exccllencie gave fomc reliefe to the poorc 
which werealmoftflarvedas it appeared by the vio- 
lence they ufed to get it from one another : from 
thence by CeiJenbtm^ElJeli^ and WMUsff, three To wncs 

on 
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on tht left fide of the Riverjand then we croflcd over 
the Rhifte^ unto the other fi Jc . 

• Then to CMcntz, a great City fcated clofe by the Wcnw. 
Rhine on the right fide againft which wee ca(t Anchor 
and Jay on ftip-board, for there was nothing in the 
Towne to relieve us, fince it was taken by the King pf 
Sweden^ and miferably battered, there the Ki^jg of Bo- 
hernia dycd^ in a faire corner houle towards ti^ie Ri- 
vers fide,hcere likcwife the poore people were almoft , 
ftarvcd, and thofe that could relieve others before, 
now humbly begged to bee relieved,and after fupper 
allhadreliefe,fcnc from the Ship afliore, at the fight 
of which they ftrovefo violently, thatfomeof them 
fell into the Rhine and were like to have bin drowned. 
The next day being the third of Maj^ from hence 
wee departed, leaving the /^W^^halfe a league above 
the City on our right hand, and entered into a ftial- 
low River called the {Maine, pafifing by a place which 
the King of Sweden v/sls building for a Fort, but could 
notfinifhit, then by CaJJiH, oncheleftfldc,thenccby 
Flerfhem on the left fide to Rujjcllheim on the right 
of the CMairje, and then to the (lately City of Frarjc- Francfuru 
fbrt, adjacent to.the tjiatne on the left fide, where wc 
landcdandlay : from Ctf/Zr/i? hither, all the Tow nes, 
ViU.iges,and Caftlcs bee battered, pillaged or burnt, 
and every place wee lay at on the Rhine on (hip-board, 
we watched, taking every man bis turne • heerc wee 
(laid foure daics,untill our carriages were made ready: 
. where we fa w the place wherein they kecpe the Bjet^ 
afterward entered into the Church called Saint B4r- 
tholmews^ where the Emperours u(e to bee crowned and 
take their oath* the City is inhabited with 

C and 
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and Uwes^ for in the lewes Synagogue y I entered in to fee 
tfcs manner of their fervice, which is an undeccnt way, 
m iking a hideous noifc, having on their heads and a- 
bout their neckes things called Cafouchinsyxho. women 
arc not admitted into their Synagogue, but in places a- 
bour. And on Sunday the fcventh of Msj^hy waggons 
through the City over two Bridget which are alwaies 
gu udcd with Souldiers^lcaviog the CHsine on our left 
liand, from hence we tooke a Convoy of Musketicrs a- 
long, being wee went through much danger, by offin^ 
iach, Selgenliaty feated betweene us and the tMaine, 
palling thus along through a great Foreft in much dan- 
ger, hearing the great Peeces fofwiftly difchargc off 
at HannawyWhich the Swedes {vbdudyind now bcfieged 
by the Emperors Forces, being not above three £ng- 
lifh miles off,thcnby a very great Mountaine two Eng- 
lifli miles long, allbefct with Vines, untill wc camcac 
apoore little Village where wee ftaid and dined with 
provifion of our owne, and after dinner deparred,pa(^ 
fing through Plainesuntill wee came at the Mtine^and 
there ferried over into a towne called Klhgenbtrgy^zf^ 
fing through this^ we came to a very high hill the way 
up being all (lone & 2.EngIi(h miles up to the top.and 
then through a Wood,af ter we were pad this,we came 

NMnkirchea to a poorc little Village called Tieunkirchcn^ where we 
found one houfe a burning when we came and not any 
body in the Villagc^hecre wc were conftrained totarry 
all night, for it grew very late, and no Towne neerc 
by 4* Englifh miles, fpending Uie night in walking up 
and do wne in feare, with Carrabincs in our hands,be- 
caufe we heard Peeces difcharg'd off in Woods about 
US, and with part of the coles of chq confumed houfe 
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his Excellency had his meat rofted for fuppcr,thc nexc 
morning earely , his Excellency went to view the 
Church, which we found rifled with the pidures and 
Altars abufed, in the Church- yard,wc faw a dead bo- 
dy (craped out of the grave,in another place out of the 
Church-yardjrhere lay another dead body,into many 
of the houfcs wee entered, and found them all empty. 
From this miferable place wcdeparted,and heard atcer, 
that they in the Village fled by reafon of the fickneflc, 
and fee that houSe on fire at their departure, that Paf- 
fcngers might not be iHfe(^cd. 

Then came we into Wtjrtzhurg-Und^ini defcended 
downc another ftcep hill and there eroded ofer a little 
River call'd Tduber, and through Keicheljkim^to I^h^ 
ir//^jiiapoore Villigc where wee dined, after dinner 
parting by the fide oif the MAine^ and through Woods 
and Plaincs, urUill we came to W^rtx,h»rg^ faire City Wurytbuig;' 
I pafli ?g over a bridge firft,ftanding over the M^ine into 

thcTowne,reatedonrhclefrfideof the River, and a 
faire C'aftleoppofite tothe Townc on the other fide, 
in which the Towne put all their riches when they 
heard the king of Sweden was comming,thinking there 
it would not be gain* d,but they hearing of it,furpri(ed 
and pilligcd it in j.daies^andit was 3. or 4.moncths be- 
fore the Emperors forces could rc gainc it, the ne xt day 
carely dt pirted, being the 10. of Msj^ and entered 
Mdrggrdfen Urtd, and to Kitehgen to diner, after diner, 
thence through lfz»* a City, and fo to Mdrckiitrasb, Maidiftcaii; 
where we lay all night on the plancher,for the Village 
was pillaged but the day before, carcly the next mor- 
ning wee went away and palfcd through ^ujiadf^ 
which bath becne a £ure C ity, though now pillaged 
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and burnt miferably, heerc wc fiw poore children fit- 
ting at their doores almoft ftarv*d to dcath^ to whom 
his Excellency gave order for to relieve them with 
meat and money to their Parents,from hence we went 
to £/7//7^fA*» a poorc Village where wee dined, with 
fome refcrv'd meat of our owne,for there was nor any 
thing to be found,aftcr diocrjthence wc paflcd by ma- 
ny Villages pilUg'd and burnt down^and fo imoT^rft' 
berger-Und^ pafling through the place where the King 
of Smdcns Leaguer lay,when the King of BohemU was 
with him and ray Lord CravenyZnd in fight of the place 
the Emperors Army had intrenched themfclves by the 
fide of a great wood^here the King of Sweden fet upon 
poles alive three of his fouldiers/or killing 2 . of their 
CommmdcrSjand flying prefently to his Enemy, and 
at the end of a Battaile that was then foughr^he tookc 
them prifoners, and fo executed them, then drawing 
Norcmbcrg. ncere "Xiurrtburg a great City feared in a Plaine, which 
the King of Sweden relieved at that time againft the Em- 
feror ihtixxg not above two Englifh miles off, heere^we 
paflTed by fome of their workes before the Towne,'and 
then enteredtbe Gate into the City being very ftately 
built,and one of the ftrongcft in Germany, md lo to his 
Excellencies lodging, the next day the Lords of the 
City came and vificed hia Excellency -here wc ftaid n 
dales untill hisExccllency had word for certain where 
the Emperor was, the moft part of our time was fpcnt 
in feeing of the rare things in the To wne, as a very 
brave Magaztne wherein all their munition lieth,which 
the Governoursof the townc (hewed his Excellency;, 
at our firft entrance wee paffed through a large Court 
where there lay on our kit hand 4.great Cannons by 
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the walks fide, which were 6.paces long, and 2.footc 
broad, and worke-houfes there likcwife, then entered 
we into a long roome where there hung on both fides 
arnaour forfoocand hoife^and then inrothe place itfclfe, 
where there were 6. partitions each 2 S.paccs long and 
^.broad, all full of brafie Pecces and other fraall ones 
of fe vcrall rare invcntions,from hence we went to fee 
a very rare water- worke which fupplicth all the City, 
adjoyningclofetothe wall of the Towne, returning^ 
homewards,we entered into their great Church call'd 
chcD^^Vhcre hisExcellency was (hewed a very {late- 
ly pi<5liire of x^tAnnnmiatim of the Virgin Mary ^Vihich ^ 
hung in the middle of the Quire,drawne upjwhich had 
not bin (hewed to any in i S.yeeres beforc,and then re- 
turn'd home,and the Lords with hira,whofupped with 
hisExcellency ,the next day they dined with him like- 
wife,and after diner defircd his Excellency to goe and 
take the aire in fomc of theirGardens without the Ci- 
cy,which he did: theCity is very flrong being encom- 
paffed without the wals with bulvvarkcs and a mighty 
deepe and wide ditch, and within arc many curiolities 
and ftately buildings : the ancient men (called Lords) 
governe by turnes. not acknowledging any particular 
Prince theirSoveraigne,but hold corrcfpondency with 
alljfoi in the time of r hofc great wars between the Em* 
feror and the King of Swedetf, they would refignc to the ^ 
Emfcror one while,and to the A'.3nothcr,payiDg great 
taxes & impofitions to their halfe undoings Fi 5 hence 
we departed May 22, being Sunday, {ox.Kfgcn(pufgh, 
thinking there to mectc wuhtbe Emperor, fiift p fling 
through a'part of the uppi:t PaUtinate to 'Hewmark^ Ncwmark* 
where wc iay,featcd in a plainc where the king ol 
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htmU had a houfc, which his Excellency viewed, ad- 
joyning to the wall within the Towne, fortified with 
bul warkes and pallizadocs^having fpacious roomes and 
a faire Armory :carly the next morning^from bcnce,by 
Churches demolifhcd to the ground, and through 
Woods in dangerjunderftanding that Crabbacs were 
lying hecre about^untill we came at a poorc little Vil- 
lage called Hemmaw where weftacdand dinedjwhich 
bath beene piUagc d eight and twenty times in two 
yccres, and twice in one day, and they have there no 
water but that which they fave when it raineth : after 
dinner,to Etterfhittfen a poore Village where we crofT- 
cd over a little River in Boates , the Bridge being 
burnt downe by the Swedes forces ^ from hence wee 
afcendedupa high hill,bemg defcended downe, wee 
pafTedaiong onanhigh banke, having the River D4'> 
Htf^/jw on our right band, and high Mountaines with 
Vines on our left, p iffing thus through fevcrall Villa- 
ges beaten downe or burnt, untill we came at a round 
Fort before the Bridge which a guard kept, and fo o- 
¥er it through a Tower in the middlr ftjnding over 
chei>4iy»^,which runneth with as fwift a current asae 
tondon Bridge, dividing it (clfe intofeverall Hands 
which have had howfcsonthem, but now burnt, and 
alfo bouies on the Arches which were dcmcjlifticd 
HcgcATpurg. likewife, then into the Cirie Regenf^urgioWxs Excel- 
lencies lodging.che Cine harh bin tiken by thtSwediJk 
forces ,and regained by the King of Hungary. 

The 2 5 . day his Excellency went to take the ay re OQ 
the other fide of the Towne, and as we went did fee 
thcruinesof many houfes and Churches, and one C4r- 
Umpim Moaaftery not (o much ruinated as the reft, io- 
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to which his Excellency entered to fee theroomes 
wherein the King of Hungary did lie all the time hec 
was regaining of theCirie, being not above two Eng- 
lifli n)iles offir^and hecrelikcwifetheold Duke of BA" 
i^4r/4,this Dukes Father lived in a Cell for many yccrs 
together, againe his Excellency went to take the ayrc 
the 28. dayjand entered into a Jcfuites Monaftery, in 
which there is one Altar dedicated to S, Ce$rge . here 
his Excellency ftaicd a wecke, and departed thence 
for LintZy where the Empcrour was, taking fourc 
Boates and went downe the Dmow thorough Bavaria, 
pafTing by a Cadle called Doftafiauff, feated on a hjgh 
Mountaine, with a Dorpe at the foote of it, adjoyning 
to the Danubij on the left (ide, and by Wertb Caftle oti 
the fame (ide,to Straubingcn on the fame fide where w^ strtwUngoo; 
landed about eleuen at night and lay that night 5 the 
next morning from thence, ftill by many mines to 
gtn on the right fidc5at the foote of a very high Moun- 
cainc, and on the top ofit a Church with a few houfes 
about it 5 then by Sternberg Caftlc feated on a high 
Mountaincon the right fide of the River, and hy Deckm 
rm^/i^r/f on the other fide, againft which wee met with 
thirty horfes faftened all to one rope drawing of fixe 
great boats which were going to Rtgenjpurg, then by a 
Caftle called T^irW^f^ feated on a high Mountaine^and 
below at the bottome is a To wne walled round,called 
Overwinter on the left fide, and fo to FilJhcvin,B. towne VIKboTm 
on the right of the Dattubj where wee landed and lay 
that night. The next morning as his Excellency was 
taking Boate,he fpied a poore Boy (landing among o- 
ther poore people bcgeing for reliefe,who lookedvc-i 
ry flrangely and could neither ipeake nor heare, buta 
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little at his mouth and nofe, having neither eares nor 
pafTagc to hearc with^and his face very thin & drawne 
afide, yec when one hallowed hce heard and anfwercd 
againe with a noifejtherc was with him his fifter,a pret- 
ty girlcjwho when one fpake to him,madc him under-' 
ftand by figncs,thcfetwo his Excellency tookc along' 
with him in his Boate to aCity calledF^^w fcated on 
the right fide of the D amity, where we landed & lay, 
and there comman ded to have new clothes made for 
them & gave thcnt monie and fent them home to their 
freindsjand a little before we came thither, endcth Ba- 
'vama' this Citie is feared very fwectly^having 3.rivcrs 
running neerc it,cheD4^«*; which is of a green color, 
incompaffeth it of one fide^and afwift river called fm; 
on the other fide, which commethoutof /m/^, and is 
of a white colorjthe third is llze^v^hkh is very blacke, 
and commethoutof Behcmia,^nd both runne into the 
Danubj at the end of the towne, the next day his Ex-, 
cellency wenttoviewa Capushim Monaftcry, fcated 
very pleafantly on a high hill^ neere unto the Towne, 
firft wc paffed over a bridge made of little rafts which 
ftandeth over the river Inn, and fo through I^fiad(,qnd 
then afcended up the hill upon which the Monaftery 
ftands, and then entered into the Cbappell called our 
Ladies ChdfftU, being built in the yeere 1^3^. where 
we faw a neat Altar, and a pifture of the Virgin Miries 
fet up in the Altar, and many fine rcliqucs, left there 
of thofe that arcfaid to have been heakd of fevcrall 
difcafes, commingbutthicher to doe their Devotion, 
and returned thence found, from hence we dcfcended 
to another Chappcll at the bottome of the hill^pafling 
downc 274, ftepsjbeing fet in order,! o.and i !• rogc- 
ther. And 
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and ts much plaine grouncl as containcth the fteps 
rhorowoucrhe whole dc{cenc. and in the middle oF 
the defcent h a Cnicifi x , which one dai I7 firs to re- 
ceive the almes of charitabfe people, which Cruci- 
fix one rude perfon palling by , ((ruckc ir, and fell 
downe dead and never revived, as thcCcCapucbimr^- 
lated, and then returned. Andoppofite to i the crfcic 
on the other fide of the P<^/?;^i;iona very high rbckej? 
feared a ftron^ Caftle which cannot be fcaled, called 
Fepingoverbonfe^ commandinn;aIlrhcTownesand Mo- 
nafteries - at rhefoot of this is another ftrong built 
Fort, by Which the river Ilzt fallcth into rhe Da- 
mtbv^ betweene the towne J/^cand this: thecicieis 
governed by LfopoMMsihe Fmpcrours lecond (onne, 
who is Bifhop of it 5 here we ftaycd three dayes, and 
departed the fourth of June, and entred into upper 
Akflria^ paffingby ScbattmbergciMe on the left fide of 
the river, and hy EffeKtwgen on the other fide, and 
JT/Z/i^r/^gMonaftery on the fame fide, to Zi/r/ss where Lint'sc 
the Emperour waSjwho (ent to receive his Excellence 
at his landing the Count of Harrack^ Mardiali of 
the Court, with (bme other Courtiers ^ after hb gra- 
tulation with his Excellence,there came ten or twelve 
coaches, which waited on his Excellence to his lodg- 
ing which the Emperour had provided, and then re- 
turned. Prefently after came the Count Megaw^ high 
Steward to the Emperour,to vifit his Excellence ; and 
the next day Count Uansfch Captaine of the Foot- 
Guard to vifit his Excellence, and after him Father 
Lemmrman^ his Majefties Confeflbur. 

The fixthof lune, being the lecond day after wee 
came, his Excellence had audience of the Emperour ' 
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and Erapreffi-'j who ftnt their coaches for us^ being 
coinetohifpabce, which isfeatedonahiilj wc w^nc 
up fourc afeeors of ftaires^the Guard ftanding on each 
fide of ns^ with halberds and carrabines in their hands, 
pafling thoB thorow roomes^ untill wee came at the 
dooreof the chamber in which the Emperour was, 
and when hisEiiCelfence came at the doore^oot c|me 
the little Count of Keuliy high Charnberlaine tWiis 
Mdieftie, brought in his Excellence, and then 
withdrew and fhut the doorc after htm, thit nrne 
naight enter in : after his Excellence had becne within 
a while, we were all admitted^and kiffed his Majcfties 
hand , and then withdrew, and pafled thorow other 
roomcs and a gallcrie, where the Guard flood in like 
nianner, to the Empretfes chamber , where none 
'?night entcT neither^ ftealing a fight of her as wee 
ftood, and then returned. 

The eighth day his Excellence had hisftcond au- 
dience of the Emperour, as private as the firft; and 
the tenth day audience againe of the Emprefle^ and 
then wee were admitted tokiile her hand; the lame 
day rhrrc were fc\'en men beheaded which were Re- 
bels, for riling up in armes with foure h'lndred other 
Boores againft the Emperour : the firft that was cxe- 
ciTted, was feid to be one thathad inchanted himfelfe, 
that no bullet could hurt him, andtheonely feducer 
of the others: after he was upon the fcaffold and his 
face covered, two men held him faft to the blocke^ 
then came the Executioner with a red hot paire of 
pincers, and violently clapt hold of both fails bf efts, 
that done, nailed his right hand £aft to the btocke,and 
chopt it 0^3 then prcfaitly whipt out his (word from 
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his fide, and cut oiF his head, one of the hangmen 
prcfently tookeitop, arjd cryeda? the cares the 
hctd, Iefufjef¥f'^ then the Icfnkcwhich came a lopg 
with him fldraonilhing of him, dcfiredeveric one to 
joyae in prayers with nim for him ^ then came theo- 
fher^and a Boy which was beheaded likewife, ail ma- 
*Hng their piivate confcffions to Priefts, at the foot of 
' the fcafFoldj havinga Crarifix in their hand, Iriffing 
their hands 8c feet at the end of e\'erie prayer : After 
aU thofe men were beheaded, and quartered, there 
went two of their confederates a foot to bee' hanged 
about an En^lifti mile olF, to a place where aPrieftof 
theirs hung upon a po!e , and his head on the top, 
which was taken in a Church a yeere before called 
Eriffg, which we afterward pafled by, ^ 

The twelfth day being Sunday , the tmperour^Em- 
.preffe, and the Arch-Dnccheffe, dined at thelefuite? 
College^ but before^they heard Maffe in their Church, 
and after dinner a play was prefcnted to there by the 
hojfe,andforae young fcholJer?, confiftingof many 
varieties. The fifteenth day his Excellencie dined at 
the Count M<g^/, and was nobly entertained : the 
fixteen th day as we were at diimer,there came a migh- 
tie clap of thunder and lightning, which burnt downe 
three houfes prefcntly, being not above an Englifh 
nyie olF, on the other fide of the water, and fiich ac- 
cidents happen here ofren, by realbn all their houfes 
be covered with thin boord, in the manner of tile^^ 
and about foure of the clocke m the after-noone, his 
Excellencehadaudience thethirdtimc,andwe all irt^ 

vited lo tBdto^ by theEmpreffes command, to the 
Count Slavataes^Vfho is Chancellour of Pra^uc.vfhcft 
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all the Ladies aflemblcd, and there (pent the time in 
dancing: laMotdvia not farre from this place, there 
«was a Baron whofe name was iU^^/^, h^ving.a wife^ 
which eoupie had beene married fornie yeeres togc- 
ther, and had many children,and when he was eightie 
cwoyeeresold, and his wife (evcntie five, (he concei- 
ved and brought him forth two children at a birth, a 
fonnc and a daughter, which children lived a yeere 
anddied^and then prefently after their parents b6th 
died, and was buried rn S. Atkhaels Church, a Church 
of the Domimcans in BrfSMCy a towne in Moravia : this 
ftorie was related to us fay a Prieft of the Empreffes 
for certaine here his Excellence flayed nmeteene 
daycs, and all the time at the Emperours charge, and 
fervedby his Majifticsfervanr8,in as much ftatc as he 
himfelfe^ at thcfirft^ourfe the Drums beat up, and 
at the lecopd, mufike with voyces... 

From hence we lookeboat for Vtettna, tht three and 
twentieth day ot lunc^ paffingdowne the fwift river 
neere the Church called Ering^ wherein the 
Boorcs aflembled andchofe that Prieft, who was ta- 
ken and executed as afore-mentioned, foby a faire ca- 
ft le called SpiMar^e yV/hcic the Duke of Bavana makes 
his Toll-place feated on the left fide of the river, then 
by Afarkbdwfe^ on the fame fide, by ff'alK^ig a faire ca- 
iUe feated oi-the ptber fide on a high hill, and the 
towne at the foot a little beyond, Co by another fa*re 
caftle called Crajfffe, (rated on a high rocke clofc by the 
Da»uh, on the left fide, the towne at the foot of it, 
both belonging to the Count Mtgaw : then thorow a 
place in the water called the StmdM where it rnn- 
B€th very fwift; wicha great fall ampngftthe rockes. 
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and dangerous to pafle, havingho n)ore fpace thaii ch c 
breadth of aboar^ whichif ic toucheth; brcakes into 
inany pee^cs^ and over this place on a hi^h rocke 5s a 
Croflc fet up, having paft this danger, juft by on the 
left fide of the River is an old Chappell called S. liko- 
/^,out of which came two men with his pidure in a ' 
box, to receive an accuftomed reward due from thofe 
which paOe by fafe ; from hence by a faire caftle cal- 
led Befmhoe, feared on the fame fide on a rocke^and by 
Vtklm on the fame fide, then by Wzdnkhs^^Xt featcd 
on a rocke on the left fide, with a village beneath it, 
foby a caftle and monafterie encircled with a wall 
feared on a verie high rocke called Milk, and the 
towneat the foot of the rocke along by iheD^;w^^ on 
the right fide, part of it burnt by an accident when 
the Ring of Ilmgary was in it, and by Sibk caUle on a 
high rocke on the Hme fide, with a faire bjnquettine 
houfe, which belongeth to the Grave j'/^rii^/z; . and 
a little further on the fame fide, is another banquet- 
ting-houfe, called the Devils banquetting-houfe by 
reafon of many apparitions there feene. Then to a 
little poore Dorp called A^^agk on rhe left fide o^A(vagh. 
the Da»u/y, where wee went a (hore and liy that 
night. ' 

Earelf the next morning , being the fdure and 
twenttc-thday we went up the river by a caftle c.IJeJ 
the Sptiz, fcated on the fame fide, fo by stMkiae a 
faire townc onarocke adjojningtotherivcron the 
fame fide, with a rmnated caftle over the towne on a 
hJI, with rocks on both fides, which are the Grave 
VMSeldtngz: then by another faire towne feated on 
the fame fide called Si wfiom which there ftandeth a 
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bridge over the Dan^bjf made of rafts, having thirtie 
fe ven arches, under which wee pafled, and at the end 
of itjoppofice to the towneis a monafterie with ma- 
ny faire houfcd belonging to it, and bchinde this is an- 
other ftately built monaftcrie, called ^C/Vw, featcdoo 
a hill: frorathisan Englifh milediftance, wiihade** 
lightfull profpeift , juft by are two other faire townc?^ 
the one Cnwpz^ and the other Whftlly (eated both on 
the left fide of the Danuby in a plaine, which three 
townes are within rhecompafTe of an Englifh mile j 
then by Td/w a towne on the other fide, which is the 
oldeft towne in all the Empire, againft which wee lay 
awhile and dined on (hip-boord: after dinner wee 
entrcd into lower Auflm^ and went by an old caftle 
called Griffopfiane, feated on a rocke on the fame fide, 
in which all Pricfts that offend are iniprifonedand 
tried. 

Then a Dutch mile further, on the left fide^ the 
Damhi/ts runneth out to a faire Towne called CerMf- 
brought feated an Englifh mile off in a Plaine with 
faire Monafteries therein, then on the other fide of 
the river h cleyflerffj^broygh, full of Cloy fters and Mo- 
nafteries ^ fo by Nufiorffc on the fame fide , from 
whence we difcovered Vienna, feated in a Plaine, then 
left the D^<f»,which divides its felfe into fever ? II bran- 
ches and meet beyond the Towne, and runs thorow 
Bungdrymo the blackeSea, and went up in an arme 
of it to theCitie, where wee landed, feated on the 
right fide of the Dant^ which is very well fortified 
round the wals, befides acomplcat Regiment of 1 500 
men alwayes ready in armes, part watching at everie 
gate, (bme about the Emperours palace, others about 



the place whcro the Icwcs keep their fhops in the Ct* 
tie, for they are not fiifFered to lye in theTowne a 
night, but conftraincd to keepe withia a place on the 
other fide of the River oppofitero theCitie, which 
they have builr, andiscalled the lewes Burg^ for if 
any one be found all night in the Towne, heismifcra- 
Wypunifhed, if not put to death; there arelikewife 
7000 Burgers in the citie, which are to be in anncsat 
an houres warning. 

The next day being Sunday, his Excellence had au^ 
dience of the Queene of Hungary and the Arch-Duke 
L€9poUi$s, the Emperours fecond fbnne, being the 25. 
day, and nothing wee fawnote-wonky at his palace, 
but a fpacious Court-yard : the next day againe his 
ExccUence went to fee the Dukes lodging, where we 
lawonely a few piftures*, from hence he went to ft- 
verallhoufesof the lefiiites^thefirft wasallnivcrfity, 
where wasprefenred to his Excellence a kinde of Co- 
medy by young Schollers in masking attirc,aod one of 
thehoufe playing on an inflrument like aVirginall, 
feverall kindes of muficke- after that, a banquet 
brought in by the Aftors: this ended, we went rothe 
fecond houfe called the Probation- houre,where none 
but young men are, about liftie in number, there to 
be tried whether they may bee mxde capable of holy 
orders: thence to the third houfe, called the ProfcfV- 
houfe, where none but the ancient Fathers are, where 
as foon as his Excellence enrred^an oration was made 
to him by one of the chicfe^Sc after viewed the houfe 
and Church, in which there was an hymne fungby 
theirbeftfingers, with very fweet rauficke, and they 
have an organ of five thou&nd pipes. From hence 
• wee 



wee returned home co our lodging , where there 
came prefently after the Prince of Ducardins to vific 
his Excellence, 

The eight and twentieth ddyWs Excellence wene 
to fee a garden of the Eraperours about a Dutch mile 
of, called l^i^ebath^ upon which place the Turkc once 
intrenched himftlfe, when hee would have taken Vi- 
6««j,and was then two hundred chouland men ftrong, 
in the Emperour Rpdolfhus his time, and after they 
wercdrivenoutof thecoUntrey, theEmperour built 
thison their works fur a memoriall, the garden is al- 
mo(l foure-fquare. encircled with a ftrong ftont wall, 
and at every corner a faire Tower, and in the middle 
two, with three partitions in everie one, and the tops 
covered withbrafle, round within the wall is a waike 
for two to goe a breftjCovercd with bralTe, and under- 
let thicke with pillarsof ftone : then return, d wee ra 
another very ftatcly large garden of the Empreffes 
neere unto thecitie, called her Favorita^ having feve- 
rall (mall gardens adjoyning to it and a faire hogfe :, 
the next day his Excellence went to fee the Queene 
againe, and the two Princes her Sonne and Daughter^ 
here we ftaid a weekc, and departed the firlt of luly 
by waggons iox Prague, p^ng firft over three long 
bridges handing over ieverall branches of ihtDinn- 
bins: fo by the w.ils of Cornyburgh the towneafore- 
mentioned, to Stackay apoore village where weedi- 

Hokhrum. ned, after dinner by KilJerfJorf to Hokbrum a poorq 
village, where wee lay all night on the draw, having 
travelled (even Dutch miles, and every Durchmile 
ijsfoure Englifb, where (ix and twcntie houfeswere 

^ burnt that day fortnight wee came, by thunder and 

lighrning. 
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lightning, the next day early from hence paffing t&o- 
rovr plaines and corne-fielda which were a reaping, 
we came to KMdordorp^Vfhtxt Moravia begins in a great 
plaine, where two ftones are fet in the ground, divi- 
ding Lower Auflria and Moravia^ then paft we thorow 
Cokndcrf thefirfttowne inMonvta^ and byaCrafle 
ftanding in a plaine not neere any towne, with many 
graves about it, then to Svpmb aprettiecowne where SvpomK 
we dinedjhaving pad that fore-noone in danger neerc 
a great company of Crabats, who were thereabouts, 
who frighted the towne: for when his Excellencies 
Harbenger cntred the gates an houre before us, they 
were all I'butting upof their (hops, and running out 
to defend the towne. After dinner thorow mod 
plaines and corne fields which were a reaping, untill 
wee came at Bodewicb^^'pooxc village, where wee lay ^odtmch. 
on the plancher, and travelled that day fe ven Dutch 
miles. 

The next day being Sunday^ and the third of loly, 
we flayed there untill dinner , and thence thorow 
part of a wood called Hertz-waldt^ovi a caufey two E n- 
glifli miles long, the wood being three hundred miles 
in length (as we were credibly informed") paffing tho- 
row we (aw feverall fires init, & many ftrange things 
are likewlfe feene, and lb by BernetZi, a little towne at 
the end of the wood, to /g&, a bcautifiiU built towne igh. 
feated on a little hill, where we lay that night, having 
gone foure Dutch miles and an halfe. Earely the next 
morning from thence paffing over a River at the end 
of the towne, which par r eth Moravia and Bohemia ,and ' 
then thorow Stukef the firft towne in Bohemia^ fb tho- 
row Hajibeirefisi a village, in which anOaft killed at fe-

verall times of his p'oefts ninetie men, and made meat 
of rhem, (o to D :*tMrade a towne where wee dined^ 
and then deferred, piffingthorowaplaine wooddic 
countrcy to Hokbrum where we lav that night on the, 
p!ancher,whichwasamoftfearefu!l night of ttiundcf 
and lightning, ha\ t ig travelled ftven Dutch miles. 

The next mormng wee departed, arid went tho- 
row awooddiecountrey againe, and thorow a rowne 
Shasfhsip. called sbasfhavf where in the ftreet we paffed t horoM^' 
lieth buried the body of one John Zfsk§^ who made 
war againft the Emperonr Rodolphus.m the def( nceof 
hisdeere friend lohi Hhs^ who died a Martyr: this 
luhnZLkaxu all his wars was a vi<5 or, and when hce 
was blinde defired to bee carried up and downe the 
wars^rind at his death commanded that a Drum might 
be made of hrs skin , which was done, and wherefb- 
ever that was, they fiibducd like wife ^ then byafilver 
Mi le of the Kin^of H/$ngarkS:,v/\\\c\\ wis by the way 
fide on a little hill, into which wee cncred tof^e their 
works, theoare being two hundred and fifciefjthom 
deepc, and behinde this place is a citie called Keren- 
Imrgh, whirh wee left two Eng:i(h miles of o^tt left 
hand and thence to Cokn two Engltfh miles off like- 
wifc where we dined ; about part of the towne runs 
the River Elk * afrer dinner we pad thoro w a plaine 

Btmifhhrade, ccuntrey to Bemifhbrade^ where wee la^' on the plan- 
cher againc , having travelled eight Dutch miles, 
which hath beene a feire built towne, and very plea- 
. (antly feared, but now burnt almoft downe by a Car- 
penter, when the Emperour was in ir.and fince been 
pillaged twice, by the S wedifh, and tnc Duke of

The 
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The next morning carely, being the fixth of Inly, 
from thence to Pragw to dinner, being five Dutch Prague. 
miles, pafling firft thorowvery pleafanrplaines and 
nieddoweSjVntill we came neere the citie^which is en- 
compaffcd on both fides with rocks and fails, all plan - 
ted with vines, having three townes belonging toir^ 
l^cvftadt, OldfiaJty and the Sh^adt ^ at Newfi^t wee 
entred in at a faire gate, paffing thorow into oldftadt^ 
to his t xceilcncies lodging, which faid ^S^W/ is inha- 
bited chiefly by lewes^ who have there foureSyna- 
gogaes, and in one 1 (aw there a Rabbicircumcifc a 
childahere we were told that all their fruits in the fin*!- 
thcr parts of the countrey were fpoyled, as corne, 
vineyards, and the like, by the afbrefaid thunder and 
lightning with haileftoneiasbig as oneb fift, and alfo 
divers cattell were then loft: betweene this and the 
\ slojfad: runneth a pie afint river called the MuUm^znA 

over it ftandcth a tiire Bridge of ftone, as long as Lon- 
don Bridge, over which his Excellencie pafled, going 
to view theCaftle, bf^inc; a ftately large built Fort, 
feated on a high hill within the Skfladt cAkd Ketfchin^ 
in which the King of Bohema lived; firft wee paffed 
thorow three faire Court-yards, ha v'ng at one of the 
gates a guard of Souldiers jn which Court > aid there 
isaftarue df George on horle«backe in braffe, and a 
fbonraine, then entred we into a fpacious hall, h wing 
inany faire ftiops in it like urto H^effmujflery but that 
their Courtsof'ludicature arc in other roomys by it ; 
from hence wee went up and pafled thorow many 
faire roomes well him^^ and pidures in them^and one 
f oome furniftied with Fnghfti pidlurcs of our Nobili- 

tie> which the King of Boiemia was forced to leave, 

Fi mffine^ 
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paffing rhus untill wee came at one roome two ftories 
highj which was their Councell-chambcr, where tic 
BohemianshewgfiiiGit Councell, and three ohhe Era- 
peroars Couucell with them, there rofc a mutiny, iii- 
(bmuch that they threw them three out on the 
ground, which was fittie five foot high, and (hot pi- 
ftols after them, ycrnone ot them killed, andrwoof 
them ftill alive, and upon that ground they fell on.arc 
let fet up three gilt aofles: then went wedowne in- 
to a ftately lower roome, which ufed tobee their raa(^ 
king roomejupholden wiih feverall faire pillars^in the 
middle, and ftatues of brafle placed by them 5 by the 
walshanepiftures of Indian horfes which were there 
then 5 adjoyning to this is a large dining roome, ha- 
ving a table in it of Mozaique worke, and muHcke 
within it not to be dilcerned, then at the end of this 
roome is a little place where choyce armour is, and 
one Piece which I faw (hot off a buIlet,not having any 
powder in it : then into the Schaift k^mbcr^ where the 
treafurewas, andamoft noble colleftion of the Em- 
perour Rodolphm, 

In the firrt roome was cup-boords pkced in the 
wals on our right hand;^ thcfirft was of corall^ the 
fecord,of Puiflaine; the third, of mother of pearle- 
the f )urrh, of curious brafTe-plares engraven ^ the fifth . 
andfix'h. Marhematicall Inftruments j the (evcnth^ 
B<*fons, Ewers, and cups of Amber ^ the eighth, cups 
of Agc:ets, Gold and Chryffall; theninchof rocks 5 
tenth,of Moziiq le worke in (konr ^ the eleventh, 
aips of f vorie, and a great Uniromcs home a yard in 
length 5 the twelfth, cfimbofling woike - the thir- 
teenth, of Brade piaures^ the foarctecnth/)f antick

tWngs caft in filver ^ the fifteentb.cabinets o^Bo'mU 
DiamoDdSj and l:tcJe cherts of Bohemij pearle^ the 
fixfcenth, things belonging to Altronomy^ the (e-, 
venteenth and eighteenth, Indian worke 5 the nine- 
teentha Turkey-worke 5 the twentieth , of a lively 
ftacuc of a woman covered with taffatie. Then in the 
Hiiddleof rheroome are rare clocks of all kinds ^ the 
firft was like a globe with mufike ^ the fecond was kt 
round about r he middle with little pillars, and a bullet 
running round in acrefleoutandin, and over it hung 
two lirtle cords, which being puld, wee heard fweet 
mufike, but could not difcerne from whence ic wasj 
the third had a faire lively face and hand looking out, 
and mufike with voycesfinging,not to be discovered- 
the fourtb^a clofe clocke^and by it a faire table of Mo- 
zaiqueworke:^ ihefifrh, with fonre afcenis letfeve- 
rally with pillars, and a bullet running round in a 
crefle up to the top, playing with mufike^ the fixth, 
like the top of a globe, the gold coloured like a green 
field, and a Bucke running round in and out, and 
hounds after making a noyfe^aod beneath mufike.and 
Anticks, dancing In a round within it ^ the feventh^a 
clocke with a globe : by the wals on the other fide an- 
licke things fet upland pidnres^toget her with a fteele 
chaire very curioufly wrought and cut thorow. Then 
cntred wee into another little elofet, wherein were 
more cabbins placed in the wals on the fame fide, of 

Erefents fent to the Emperour, as gilt helmets and 
ead pe eces, and ftatues. 
In the third roomc, fourc cup-boords in the wals 
ftillofrarepidures, and in the middle of the roome 
anticke things, as a Bore rough caft to the life, and a

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ftarue of a ftrong Maid to the life, who went to war, 
and a preffe of ancient bookes. The fourth ro^me, 
three cup-boords fall of the Anatomies of (everall 
rarities, as Cockatrices » and filhes part refembling 
men ^ and the fourth cup-boord of rare great (hels 5 
the fifth, of finediflies^ the fixthjof all kinde of little 
flieh, and a LibrariCjWith one mightie great booke /« 
fclio^ written by a Fryar in a dungeon, who was there 
putin,upon fomehainous offence there tofufFer^ and 
fortie yeeres after difcoveredby fomeFryars going 
necrc, hearing a noy fe, had fearch made, and found 
him, who brought forth this booke, confifting of the 
old and new Teftament, and many ftrange hiftories, 
which hee was all that time a writing, and aflifted by 
the Devillfas he conceived)and fpake very little more 
before he died. 

Here b like wife all the skins of thofe Indian horfes, 
whofe pidures hung up in the masking roome : then 
did wee enter intoa 1 rge Church, (landing neerea- 
bour the middle of the Caftle, where about the Quire 
are cut in wood many fine thinc;s, and a tombeof the 
Queenes Confeffour, called lohaff.Nepomew t^who was 
miferably tortured by Wenceflaus rhr fourrh King of 
Eghtmia^ to reveale her Majefties confeflion, and at 
laftputto deathby him, -rf/wr(?D(?wr. 1583, from, hence 
his Excellencie went ro view a garden bJ^hind theca- 
ftle within the wall, where wee went in a walke cove- 
red arbour- like, halfe an Englifh mile long^ Tjntill we 
came at a ftately old buildine, wirh walkes round the 
houfe^and fet thicke with pillars and likewife on the 
topof the houfe, wirha delightfull profpedorcr all 
the citie, and then his Excellencie returned backe to 

c the 
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the Keepers houfr, and there dined, having fent pro- 
vifion fore: dinner being paftjhis Excellencie went 
to fee a Parke two Englifli miles off the C!t?e,in which 
there is a Friaric of white Friars, who were leaping 
then in the Parke, asweepafTedbytofeea great beaft 
Galled a ButFule, which is kept there, and then retur. 
nedhomc by WallehPeiaes new houfe, into which his 
Excellencie entred to view ir, firft paffing thorow a 
large hall of eight and thirtie paces, or more in length, 
and one and twentle in breadth, we went up thoro^^ 
galleries having piaores hung np, and painted on rhe 
wais with ft^^riesof HercPks^abovc hfad divers ftories 
of Ovid then to the Audience-roome, where the 
foure ele ments are in the middle above headland tho- 
row other faire chambers ^ then down^ into the gat- 
den, wher« there are five fountaines, and great figures 
of braffe placed on them, and on the great fbuntaine 
with foure Nymphs about him, and a fair^ 
Grott houfe ^ but the waters run not • then into the fta- 
ble, being curioufly bnilr^ where fix arid tweniie hor- 
fesmayftand, the pillars and manger all of red mar- 
ble, and thinie eight in nomber, and each pillar coft 
twentie five pounds, there are foure Court-yards 
which encompafleth the houfe ^ which is now the 
King of Httngarkr. 

lK\sWaUenJldne^2% fole Commander of the Em- 
pire, under the Emperour, and grew fo great, which 
caufc d his Majcftie to be jealous of him, as he had juft 
caufeconfideringhis plots which hee had laid againft 
the Crowne ^ but to prevent the worft , privately 
tooke order with fome of his Irifh Capraines, who 
were appointed to keepe watch of him that night, to 

cut 
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cuchimoffj which was cfFefted in the evening, preC- 
fing on the fudden into his chamber f ouod him onely 
in his (hirt, and (aid. Live Ferdinande, but dye iroftouit 
Walko^ne-^ at which he opened his armeiand cried. 
Oh my Goiy embracing the ftabs of the halberds, which 
done, they cut off his head, and prefently poftcdto 
the Emperour withitj who gave them great rewards, 
and they ftill continue much in his favour. 

The next day his Excellence was invited to a play 
at the Icfuites College, where the 5c»wr of the houfe 
is an Irilh man, and thejre entertained Prince-like ^ 
firft, an oration by a young Schollcr , then pafling 
downebyaGuard of Souldiers, who difcharged their 
muskets ; his Excellence being paft to the roome 
where the Comedy was afted, which aftJon did pleafe 
wecdingly, notonelyin re^qft offubftance, but 
iKbforthe soodneUe of theadion and feverall ha- 
bits, in number more than fif tie, the chiefe part were 
oung Schollers, and divers of them Barons fons, and 
eing ended, defired to kifle his Excellencies hand 
kneeling, in teftimony of his approbation. Andher^ 
16 the argument annexed in the page following.

The next morning thorow a wooddie counrrey 
and come- fields to Swabeio dinner 5 after dinner to 

BiffjoPfteine.^i/^^I'fi^^^^^^' having this day travelled butfoure 
' Dutch miles, in which the Count Dorfmaffaf hath a 
little caftle pleafantiyfeated, and the river /gw run- 
ning about part of it, the towne was never pillaged as 
yet. vEarely the next morning from thence palling 
thorow a very ftony hill, and a wood foure Englifli 
miles in lengths called ^e/wer-Dc^/W/jWhcrein about the 
middeft there is a sdaosy in w hich Count Maasfelt and 
his Armic lay two moneths^at which Scta^s the upper 
Palatinate begins. Then to WaldmhiJi^n^z little towne 
to dinner, the firft in the upper Palatinate and the 
Gift of the houfedid ferve Count Mamfi ltas Anci- 
ent at that time : after dinner thorow a wooddie 
poore countrey to iiedtz a little towne where we lay 
that night, having tiiavelled (k Dutch miles. 

The 6 venteenth day being Sunday, early we depar- 
ted, pafling thorow great woods, in danger of the 
Crabats lying thereabouts , and carried out of our 
way by by chance through an ignorant guide, untill 
we came toBrnk^^ a towne milerably ruinated, feated 
plealantly in a plaine, where there was not above 
fbnre poore houfliolds remaining : not long fince it 
• was in great prolperitie for when wee were a little 
paft the townfe, there was a gallowesand (cafFoldby 
the way , whereon the Burgers of the towne ftiffered, 
and many hanging ftill, who were Lntherans: then to 
a towne called isiettenovp to dinner, and from thence 
after dinner to Kege»jpurg^ having travelled fe- 

ven 
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ven ©utch miles this day, paffingfirft thorow many 
pleaf 4nc places of landskips, and over tbc river Regco^ 
(which runneth into the Danuby juft by the citie) paf- 
fing over on rafters, the bridge being bearen downe 
then with the other former batteries ; betwqgn Vtennj. 
and this place, aremany faire builc townes prdmifing 
much, by reafonof their feverall Vhzms^ or Market- 
places and t'ountaines, with other fiich ^xprdrions, 
but eniring the houfes, fcarfe finde men, lodging, or 
people of undcrftanding to exchange difcourfe with. 
The next day after his Excellence came hither, the negetifpure 
Ambaffadour of the Eleftor of Brandenburg vifited 
him- and the day "after his Excellence vifitedhiina- 
gaine ^ here his Excellence iiayed but foure dayes^ 
becaufe the Emperour was not come, and departed 
for Auguffa^ on Thurfday the one and twentieth of 
JnLy, and dined that day at Sail, a fmall t owne on the 
Damtbyy thence ihoxovf Bavaria to Augsburg^ a veric 
finerowne (landing on iht twex Volga, whicha Httle 
before fals into the Danuby^ and thtnce that night to 
Ktffiadt, a faire towne ten miles from Regenfpurg^ 
. where his Excellence lay that night. 

Next day earely pafling thorow a fine wooddie 
countrcy to Beza»x>o», where my Lady Abbefle gave 
hi s Excellence a banquet, from thence after dinner to 
Vakrmo:, a (lately towne, and there lay that night, ha- 
ving travelled feven Dutch miles. Satturday being Pakrmo. 
the three and twentieth of luly, we departed for Aft- 
gufia^ paffing thorow part of Tiroll to Mumantia^ burnt 
fomc two y eeres fince by General! Ckandor, one of the 
Kingof Swedens Colonels; and from tliencc to Bok^ 
which haih been a vcric pleafant (ituated towne, (lan- 
ding ,j 
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ding on the brow of a hii], from whqnce at the di- 
ftance of chreef Eqglilh miles we beheld ^/^gir/^^ij which 
towne oiDoli was alfo with Bizanzaof burnt by Colo- 
ncll Ckandor two yeercs fincCj paffing thorow this 
towne, we defcended into a goodly valley, but ere we 
gat into 1^5 went over a fraall arme of the river TaiMu, 
(which encompafleth^^^gw/?;^ on the Weft, as the ri- 
ver VittdilicoQtm doth on the Eaft) pafling this valley, 
which is the more famous, in refpedl at the upper end 
of it was fought the great bat cell of P/jarfalia^bety/eGni 
Vompty & lulifis Cafar^ from whence it cakes the name 
of the PJaine of Tharfalia : drawing neere Augufidy^o, 
palTed over five bridges ftanding over the river T/Wi- 
Ikorum^ which is divided into fo many branches (b 
running with fo many Bulwarks: the river water isof 
an excellent greene colour, which iscaufed (as they 
fay) running out of Copperas mines , which are in 
the mountainesof Dalmatiay from whence itfprings, 
takingits name from Vimlix a famous Capcaine, who 
firft rebelled againft N^A-^?, paffingover all theft brid- 
ges, we entred the outer towne, which is well builr^; 
and fo in at a broad port thorow the high ftreec to his 
Excellenceslodging. that day and the next was (pent 
in feeing pi&ures : Munday being the five and twen- 
tieth day, his Excellence went to (ce the Stadt-bou(f. 
Firft you muft underOand it to bee afquare piie^t)6 
at leaft one hundred foot fquare:^ in the middcft a- 
gainftthe ftrcer, yee enter by a large pairc of ftai res 
of thirceene fteps, inco a lltately lower roomc fuppor- 
ud by twelve Calcjdonian pillars^ oppofice to which 
againft the wals ftand the images ojf die firft C^er 
farf.^ which becaufe they were written urd^^'

nenffi amoumaineof Tirell, it is about the Walks 

^painted with the Stories of all the gods, painted 
by RAphacl Mrbinc , fome twelve yeercs fince , a- 
gaind this Statc-houfe (lands a goodly Fountaine 
in the middle on a Pcdaftallof BrafTe, the Statue 
of AuguHus environed with all the gods and god- 
dcffcs to the number of forty in BralTe in PolonUn 
Caffockesand r«ri//JScymiters by their fides, ifl 
themiddcft of thehigh ftreet is another of lMct^ 
iuriCy and at the farther end HenuUs in a Lions

MooaftericsFuggcrhoufe, water workcs moft in- 
numerable and admirable rare and curious buil-* 
dings and what not to delight the eyCjhecrc his Ex- 
cellency ftaied a weeke. And thence on Sunday, 
hearing the Emperour was a comming to Regci$' 
J^urg^ departed that day being the one and thir- 
cy of lulj another way for Rcgtnf^urg through the 
Mountaincs of Tir^ll ro ^burg, where wee lay 
being fcven Dutch miles , a (lately Towne from 
whence the Duke of ^iurg takes his name , ic 
ftands on a fmall River BpriHincs which is of a 
blackc colour, as ri(iag out from the cole Mines 
of Efirus. 

The next day through Stviben and to Ing$l!i4tt 
the ftrongeft Towne in all C^iefia, which is a part 
of BAvarUy which Towne kept out the King cf Srvt" 
ikn and killed his Horfe under him, whofe skinoe is 
preferved ftill for a Relique in the Arfenall, it is 
the ftronger having thtDanuwad a large Phinc on 
the South , and the fwift River Rhod$nus on the 
North,, which not above a mile before falles into 
the DAm. 

The next day which was the third of KjiuguH 
his Excellency tooke Boateand that night arrived 
at Rtgtn^urgy pafling firft by many fmall places not 
worth the naming except JK^iZr/W, a great Towne 
which bad anciently beene a Colony J)t C^rvi* 
nissy the Didators, as it is (aid. The Emperours 
comming toTowne wasinthis manner: when he 
entered the ficfl: Gate of the City , twelve of the 
Magiftrates , ftanding there, made a loag Orati- 
on 



'on to his Majcfty after their duty done, then paft 
through a round where Muficke and voy ccs were, 
andaCanopieborne by fixe men having his Majc- 
fties Armes thereon, pafling thus along the Streets 
through feven hundred Souldiers placed in order 
and hisowne Guard of an hundred men about his 
Coach, the Empreffe being with him, and after 
his Coach were an hundred Horfemen, with Ca- 
rabines and Piftols, who alwayes guard his Per- 
fon, called ffarfhers, clothed alike, then followed 
the ArchdutchefTc, in her Coach, and all the reft in 
their degrees,unti 11 they came at t he great C hurcb, , 
where his Majefty alighted and went ifl, wheire 
the Biftioppe of the City met him at the ente- 
ranee , being cbthed in his robes, with his Mi- 
ter Cope and Croyfers Staffc , burnt incenfc to 
them, being upon their knees, after went up to 
the high Altar , and there heard Te Deum lung 
with Drummcs and Trumpets, this ended, re- 
tyred into his Pallas which doth adjoyne to the 
Church. 

The fifth day his Excellency had audience of 
the Emperoor and Emperelfc, the next day Conda 
dOnm$ the Spanifti Ambaffadour Extraordinary 
vifited his Excellency guarded by twelve Polakes 
having Carabines on their (houlders and lablesby 
their fides, whofefonne is now Ambaffadour Ex- 
traordinary in England. 

The nineth day his Excellencic vifited him, 
the fame day the Duke of Bd'vma came, and bis 
Dutcheffe, being biggewith childc, was brought 
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in her chairc from the waters fide, attended with 
tight hundred thirty and feven perfons, and fe- 
ven hundred fixty and foure horfcs, and have ta- 
ken five hundred quarters for thera heerc in the 
Towne, 

The next day being Sunday,the Bifliop ofMentz 
came in the evening with an hundred fevency and 
nine horfes, and one hundred eighty and five per- 
fons. 

The fixcteenth day the Poland Ambaffadour 
vifited his Excellency having thirty followers be- 
ing all clothed in fcverall coloured Sattin dublets 
and red cloth hofe with long Poland red coates, 
Rioft of woven filkc, without flccves bands or 
hatSj but redde cappes on their heads with a fea- 
ther like unto a Turkey's in every one of them, 
' iheir haire all cut off their heads , but one long 
locke left on their crowne, and all yellow Ihort 
bootes, nofpurres but iron heeles,and the Ambaf- 
(adourin the, fame fafliion, and twelve footemen 
clothed in the fame kinde in a meaner habit, having 
great Pole-axes in their hands and fables by their- 
fides. 

The eighteenth day being the Emperours Co- 
ronation day, his Majcftie went to vifite the Ele- 
ftor of Oientz, about eight of the clocke m the 
morning, and all his Nobles and Servants attea- 
ding on his Perfon going before him af oote by cwq 
and two together. 

The lame day alfo as foonc as his Majefty de- 
pancd, bis Excellency vifited him: and the one and

twenty »bcing Sunday the Venetian AmbaflTadour 
vifited his Exccllcncyj and after bim the Florcn-w 
tine Agent. 

The next day in the afrernoone his Excellen- 
cy was vifited by the Eledor of Mcntz, and the Bi- 
fhop of VienriA after hiirijand Marquis Palaviane, 

The five and twenty day in theforchooncthe 
Holland Ambaffadour vificcd his Excellency. 

And the next day the Sfanijl^ Ambaffadour gave 
bistxccllency ihefecond vifite, and after him the 
Count SUvau Chancellour of Vragmc^. 

The eight and twenty day being Sunday in 
the forenoone, the Emperourand Empreffe wcnt^ 
to doe homage for peacej accompanied with the-, 
Bifliop of M€nfz., the Duke of SavarU, his Dut- 
chefTe, and the Archduchefle her fitter, from his 
Palace to a little old Church in the Towne, going 
all a foocc, and their Nobles and fervants atten- 
ding in their orders ; fiift Bannors, then all the 
Cavaleers, then fingers, and all the Priefts with 
their Orders, and the Bifliop of the Towne in his 
Church Robes, then the Emperour following , 
led by the Count K(zc/i Lord high Chamberkine, 
and Don-BAltax^iT, a great Commander ; the Em* 
pereffe led by Count Slavata and Prince D/V- 
treUhHain, Lord high Chamberlaine to her Ma- 
jcftie ; the Bifliop of Mentz.xhc Duke of Bavaria, 
his Dutchefle, andthe Archdutchcffe her fifter, led 
by their fervants, and all the Nobles and Ladies 
following in their degrees : after their devotions 
ended, returned in the farfie manner. 
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' The fame diy in the afternoonejhis Excellency 
tificcd the Sfdni/h AmbiiTidour.

the Gentleman of the Horfe fliotte thorough with 
a Piftoll , the Trumpeters head cut off, and the 
Guides cloven in funder , and the next day after 
they were found were nobly interred at T^uring^ 
burgiy accompanied with all the Lords and Burgers 
of the Citie. 

The firft of September being Thurfday in the 
morning, cametheBifhoppeof Vienfiaz[\d Dodor 
Cebard, one of the Emperors Counfell,and a Clarke 
of the Counfcll, to conferrc together about his Ex« 
cellencies Ambaflage. 

The fourth day being Sunday, the Emperour, 
Emperefle, the Duccheffe of Bavaria, and the 
ArchduchelTe. her fitter, went to the holy Crollc 
to heare a Vefper fung, and the Nobles a- 
foote by their Coachos^ the next day about ten

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of the clocke Iq the forenoooe all the Eleftors or 
their Ambaffadours raette privately at Court, 
the fame day , the Countcffe of TjnonncU an I- 
rifli Lady , and Sir Griffin LMdrkham an EngH/h 
Gentleman dined with his Excellency, and ma-' 
tiy Scotifli and Irifh Colonels hath vificcd his 
ExccUencic and dined with him likewife^ and 
they fay a great part of the Empcrours Army bee 
our Kings Subiefts. 

The next day the Spdftijh Ambaffadour gave his 
Excellency the fecond vifir, and after him, the Le« 
gcrof Gcfica. 

The eighth day being Thurfday, about eight of 
the clocke in the morning, all the Eledlors or their 
Ambaffadours met in the State-houfe, being a lit- 
tle meane boufe where the Magiftrates of the 
Towne fit to doe Juftice , comming in this man- 
lier 5 firfttheEleftor of ColUn his Ambaffadour, 
the Elcdor of Bnndeburgh his Ambaffadour , E- 
ledor of CMentz, the Duke of Bavdria, and the 
Elc(flor of Sdxon his Ambaffadour, but the Eledor 
of Trjer who was taken prifoner by the SpAKiard 
as afore mentioned was not admitted, all in their 
Coaches, having but few attendants, and fewer 
Ipedators, they being fat, two chaincs were drawnc 
over the Street and guarded that none might paflc 
neere, having fat two bowers departed in the fame 
manner they came, the Elefior of LMentz.is Chan-

teftimonyofthe myncle-t In the afternoone , the

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diTcovering her a comming about halfe an English 
mile diftanr, left his fport and went tomcec her. 
drawing neere, lighted ot his Horfe about fburc Rod 
off from her Coach^ ahd made haft with his Hat in 
handtoiirfbraccher, (hce being but got out of hei- 
Coach and comming a little towards film, did her o- 
bcdicnce kneeling and kiffcd his Hand, hee bowing 
low likewife, moft joyfully received her in his armes, 
the Bmpreflc being in a Litter and the Archdutchcfle, 
haftened out like wife tofalurcher • their gratuUtioa 
being ended, bctweene them and the Eledor ok C$Bm 
and C4nJe dtoniati^ the %fAnifh AmbafTador extraor- 
dinary, which in ali> held more than a auarter of an 
hourc, the King and CJijeene returned home in the 
Emperours Coach, having about thirty Coaches, and 
one hundred Horfe, which brought thcra into the 
Townc. 

The 1 7. day at 9.of the clocke in the morning, bis 
Excellence had audience of the King, andin thcaftcr- 
noone was vifited by Colonell Lcjlcj againe, and after 
him by the Agent of F0I404I.

The liP.day in the morning/rom thence another way, 
taking another frcfli Convoy, leaving our old way and 
the hfain^ on our right hand, paiTing along by the 
fide of tr, through /?^4r/>a Village, and a faireHoufc 
Which ii the Bifbop of Memz likewifc, and thmugh 
Other Villages ^niferably bjirtercd, and in'PIames 
Stlgenfi^dt, fomc fixe iug^f/yi miles in length, umillwee cjmeto 
Selgsn^4dt^ having gone this day fixe Dmch railesv 
Fallitig into otjr oH way within one mile of the 
Townc, travelling all thofc dayes in danger of tbie 
CrffAti , where as ibonc as his Excellence lighted, the 
QU'it yimH<^ftm^ Govemour of thcCountrey for 



the Bliliop of (j^emz , fcnt his Excellence a prcfenc 
of balk a wildc Bore, and likcwifc provifion toi his 
HorJfc^ knowing tliac tbcTownc could not aflFoor^ 
any thing. 

Jbc twentieth day being Suqday,carly in the mor- 
ning, wee went thence loPrMikfort to dinner, which Prank/trti 
Yf^sxhiCQ butch 

And the nLXt morning after,his Excellence went ^o 
HAnmw to vifitc Sir lames HAmfcj^z Scotch Gentleman 
andGovcrnour of theTowne, and there ftaycd that 
nighty who met his EiccelUnce without thcgate with 
a troupe of Horfc^and entering the Townc there went 
off a biaceof Canons, and when his ExaBenec^ ligh-. 
tedjwent ofFtwo more by thcxioore ot his Exullmi$$ 
lodging ; which Towne, was bcficdgcd a Yearc and t 
halfe by the Emperoujs forces, and at the beginning 
pftbe Siedge hadfuch a grievous Pl-igue, that there 
dyed in 7, Weekcs^iiooo. yet for all this, they kepj: 
out the enemy, though in great want and mi fery, and 
three moneths fince was rclccvcd by the Landt-grav^c 
of Hejf^^ who flew a great company of the Impcria^ 
lids and drave themallaway • foras.wec pafled by ^ 
fore at a diftance, we heard them as they were in thc;|f 
skirmifli. The next morning, his ExcdUnte went a- 
boutthe Townc to view the Workcs, which are very 
ftrong fcarce to bee fcalcd by any force, h;:vmgtwo 
Ingines made but of Cxc Muslct barrels a piec^Mrhich 
Dutch Ingine dilthargrrh 80. times together, giving 
fire to it but once, the Townc is ftated in a pbinc 
ground, having tli Mdjtt<i^ on t he E ift , ihcora- 
paflcd on the Korth and Weft, wiik the River Kn tf. 
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bcfides Motcd round, and this River fcrvcth 14:, 
Mills which adjoy ncs to the Townc, and before any 
nian can cntcr into the old Townc he muft paflc over 
threcBiidgcs, and through fcvcrall Bulworkes , and 
over another into the new Townc; and at thcrelccfc 
of the Town,thcre was one DAniel LauUt a chiefc Bar- 
gcr,dycd for very joy; he being above in his hoofe and 
feeing the vidory, was overcome with fuch a mighty 
paflion of joy, that hec fell downcand dyed inftantly ; 
there was likcwifea woman,wha killed many Dogs & 
fold their flwfh at a great rate to many people, and one 
day as fhee walked in the Strcets,was like to have been 
devoured by them , had not fomc poore Souldiers 
by chance relecved her, who prcfcntly confefled what 
fhee had done formerly, acknowledging fliehadjuft- 
ly defcrved it j and after dinner his Exctlltnct tookc 
leave of Sir K^mfcy^ and then returned ba.ckct6 
Frank fort. 

The foure and twentieth day, fourc of the Burgers 
oftheCitie came and prefented their fervicc to his 
B9C€ellenc<^ with twenty flaggons of Wine, and theo 
cfined with him;' here wee ftaypd thtccdayes wntiil 
dur Boatcs Were made ready. ' 

:And on Saturday the 25.day of November, wee de- 
parted from hence, and rowed downe the Maync^ - 
the firft night to Flerpeym, which wjs three tnilcs, a- 
gainft which wee caft anchor and lay aboard ^ The 
next morning launched forth, and paft downe to 
Jde»tz,y and there his Excellence went on fliore, to fee 
if it were any way inrichcd fince our being there, but 
alas, Wee found it as miferablc as before, with divers 

poorc 



poorc people lying on Dunghils almoft ftai ved,btciiig 
fcarcc able to crawle for to receive his Excdltnctcs 
alfncs,and prcfcntlyr returning to our Boatc to dinner, 
wee afterwards rciceved many poorc hungry foules 
with the fragments ; Theaceafter dinner downe the 
fthync^ to RHdejhem^ which was five Dutch milts^ and 
there caft anchor, and lay on the boards likcwifc. 
♦ Very earely the next morning wcc wcycdanchonj 
andprefcntly entredinto a dangerous place to paflc, 
CdWzd Bir)gham.L$cke^ where the River L^tf falU into 
the RhjTfC^ by the Townc amongft many Rockcs, 
which caufcth a violent fall, tofling us up and downe, 
that if wee had but touched any part of them we had 
all been caft away . being paft this, we came to SachA* 
TAch^ where, fomc of our Company did but goe a- 
•fliore ( and prefently haftened after in a little Boatc,) 
were purfued by five Musketicrs almoft to his ExceU 
lencies Boat, who difcharged vay often at them, yet 
by good fortune mift tlicm, and having overtaken his 
Excellence ^(hzy infturttly fled away ; then going on to 
a large Hand an Effglt/h mile from C§hkntz>^ wee there 
caft anchor and by all that nighr. for wee could not 
paflTc to the Towne without leave from the Govcr- 
nour, by reafon of fcvcrall watches which lay in our 
vvay; which night wee lay in much danger, petcei* 
ving them walkc up and downe to catch a prey, for as 
fomc of our company didbutgoc a little wayfrorp 
our Boar, they were Uyd hold on, and one that fled, 
had a Musket fliot at him, and hce that was taken,they 
caried before their Commander, who was ia a Mona- 
fterr in the Ifand.cxamining him,& then let him goe. 
^ I 3 The 
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Col^ltntK.. The next morning, his Excellences fent againe to the 
Gov^rnour^forpafT-igr, who likca bafc fellow made 
us ftay chat digKc alio, and the nexc day untiU three of 
. the clock inthc3ftcrnoone,and would not let us pa (Tc, 
for all that his Exctlltncts had fent him the Emperors 
Pa/Tc and Letter , wherein hec was commanded, not 
omiy to give pafTagc^ but, to affift hina in any thing 
hce required, yet for all this, hec kept usftillj^nd 
would not give way that our Trumpeter might goc 
to the French in the Caftle; but they pcrceivmg how 
ittiwoithily hrc diddcale vjlzh h\s ExcclUnc^s^^ dif. 
charged 4. or 5. O^nnons ot his houle, and fl)ot quite 
through it, at laft hec came at the third fending tor^ 
withancxcufe, hce was very unkindly dclt wiilxby 
Cardinall C7eiff^M,thci^opcs Nut9ti$^ who lately pailccj 
by, going toCcllcn, but ftaycd him three daycs firft,» 
before hce let him paflTc, and msdc him proraife faith- 
fi)lly not to vifit the French^ but baring got bcyondihc 
*Towne landed and went in , which made him vow 
Bottb let'^ny paffc. But after that hce had talked a 
'^hile with his fAT/Z^/ifc^, gave leave to fall downc 
necre the Towne, and having caft anchor, fct t ftroag 
watch about us, and then gave leave for the Trumpe- 
ter to goc to Monficur SaUJcs in the Gallic for pif- 
fage, who moft willingly granted it, and lent his 
^SxfflUnce^ a very faire ancient Pifture 5 but hearing 
by the Trumpeter the Governours bafc ufagc towards 
his Exeellevcte, prcfently plac*d their Canons againfl. 
hishoufc, and vowed his Sonne fhould ^ivc hre to 
them tbc next morning, and would fend him Aicha 
•brcakfaft^ as that hce ihould need no dinaers iu the 

iotc* 
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interlfli, there came a Lieutenant from the Cover- 
Bour, upon a colour tovifitchis Exc<i/e/ic^, who 
proved a fecond Villainc in the end , for all that wee 
ufed him very well, and fcddc his hungry belly bet- 
ter than it had beene long before; for chcSouldicrs 
thcmfclvcsconftflcd , that they had bu: one Browne 
loafcand ahalfeofBread in eight daycs, aadnotonc 
penny of money yet this Rafcdl lay lurking in our 
Boatc till our Trumpeter returned , and rhen violent- 
ly tooke him and the Skipper, and carried rhem into 
the To wnc and fer a watch about them - and the next 
morfting, fent his ExcelUnct^ word hec might paflic, 
but the Trumpeter (hould follow after ; whereupon 
his Exullenet fent his Steward to know the rcafon, 
Vtho found them tyedby the Arroes together, the 
Skippers finger cut off,& the Trumpeters head efcaped 
very narrowly from being cloven in two, had not his 
fiiong Hat defended it, and alfo had threatncd to hang 
them up the next day together, but with much adoc 
hec brought iliemaway with him, and after followed 
a Gentleman tocxcufc that barJ^Jrous bafe ufage of 
the Lieatcnartt, and leave to pafle , ptcftntly depar- 
ting, and being gone but a little paft the To wnc and a- 
gaiivft the Caftic, they faluted us, and faid they would 
ddnkethv! King of EngUnds healtii, and then gave 
fire ro mwc than twenty thoodTing Camions, bcfiik 
abeave volley of rraaJl Shot, wliicb nrudetlieif Hon- 
fcs tofixoakcttRd tumble in our ficht, bat tbcydurft 
B^tTrtiTrnconc backe.agaioc^ rfjc othcir Governour 
Gegpts^ gavel s very noble ufage, but this who was 
htely fent, fliewed hinvfcUciD bale, that he dcfervcs

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no name with us ^ from hence to Bonn, 2nd there caft 
andior, but durtt not lye nigh the Towne, the Sick- 
ncflc being very fere in it, and this day rowed eight 
roiles^ 

The next day being the fir ft of Deamter^iti the mor- 
ning we went from thence to Ctf//f/»,bcii5giourc miles, 
Ci/fca, leaving thole delightfull Mountaints^HiHs^and pica* 
fant Vines, and enctW into a pliinc Countrcy, where 
asfoone as wee came into the Towne , neerc the Pa- 
lace where the Cardinall lay , had information, of all 
what tlic boorifliGovcrnour oi cMcntz:, fayd of him 
wasfilfc; wee ftaycd hcere three dayis uncill wee 
had cxclxingedour Boatesforbiggpr, and every day 
bis ExccBefJC^ had preffntcd unto him 24. Hjggons 
ef,VVine,fent from the Magiftratcj j;who.once dined 
with him. 

And onSunday the4.diyoi December ^zboMi fourc 
of theclockcatnight lookc Shipping, and the next 
morning at three aclocke fct fayk, and fay led downc 
Mulkeim, by CMniheim on the left (ide of the Rhyne^*^ and Si>nt5 
^ on the other fide, which belongcth to the Abbots of 
Ccffen^ where wee ftjyed to free Toll; then on by 
A'rw/c-^onthc fame fide, wherc the River runneth out 
JOftjfeidorfe it^and fo to Dufj'eldorpc, whereas foonc as we came 
but necre the lliore, out came the Noble Duke of 
Ncukt^gh^ and clanibercd over other Ships to come 
into ours, to vihtc his £Affr/5fc«rr, being much joyed at 
his fafe returnc, and had madeproVifion at his Houfc 
toentertainc his Excellertcc^^hut perceiving he would 
^ not ft^y , Tent for a wildc Bore, Wine, and five Pic- 
tures, and preftntcd them to his Exuffmc^ , then

ioekc his leave, being very fory to let himgoe, but 
confidermg the time andtedioufneffcof the iveathcr, 
was more willing to give leave,he flaying by the fliorci 
umillwee put (>fP, and then went off lo. Cannons, 
the Diikcftill walking ;ilong thcfhore as farre as the 
water would give him Icave^and flayed untill we were 
out of fight. From thence by Kerjcrfmn bclonginj 
to the Ekflor of CoHen^ feated on the left fide of the 
Ehjn^i where wee wcfc flayed to free our Toll a- 
gaine, andatour lanching forth falutcd us withonc 
Peece of Ordnance, fo on by Ordw^tfs a little Townc,- 
whereon the other fide, about a league further wcc 
caft anchor, againft a fmail old Caftlc called :E;5P^fr- 
fffrt^ fayling fcaven leagues and a halfe this day, for 
before wee went by miles, which were Tome foure or 
five f^^/^/'' miles atihe leaft in length, but thefc arc 
jbut three Englifb ; this night wee lay in much danger^ 
iFor there did lye on each fide of us, parties, which 
robbcth andpiilageth all Paflengcrs; for wecfawa- 
bove fifty in a company, going all along by thefliore, 
but a little before wee caft anchor, and at i®. of the 
clocke in the night being very dark?, was a falfe, ala- 
rum given by the Watch of a partic comming, which 
made us all flye to our weapons, at laft perceiving it 
was but one Bo;ite, and they th^t were in it, crying 
out Friends from the Duke of el fc wee had 

fliot thcm,who came for to have paflage into England. 

Next morning earely wee wcyed anchor,and went 
part of the day in danger likewife, to Orf§j , the fiift 
Garrifon Towne of the States^ where we were flayed-, 
and our Ship fearched what wee carried, but at our 
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putting ofFj they g^ivc us two Pieces of Ordnance 5 fo 
from thence along by khirebtrg^ agn/nft which rijcre 
lay a "Aian of Warrc of the StAtes^ who faluted us with 
three Pieces • then by BnrickfweafeU^ and a league fur* 
thcr we caft anchor in the middle of the Rfjync^^ fay- 
Itng this day but 4. leagues and a halfcjby rcafon of our 
ftay at fcvcriill ToH places. 

The ftext dayearely in the mori^i!)g, felt faylcjand 
fiyled downe by Rhtes^ Emtnerickc^ and by Schenck- 
Schants^ which is now new built and well fortified a- 
gaine, where wee left the Ehjnc^ and>that on our right 
hand, and went downe in a dcepe RiVer called this 
V WMtl^lyy Kmmtgtn a f aire To wnc, ieated bn the Eaft 
fide of the Rhjn^ on a hanging Hill, where the Go- 
Vernour of theTowne, Sonne to one of the States^ 
came forth artd tendclrcd his fcrvice to his ExcclUfice^ 
In which T6f*^'6 there dyed this Sumnncr 12000. 
people of the WSguc, btitnow thantcsbc toGdd, it 
is almoft ceafcd ; from thence, paf?tng by fcverall 
Medcuht'Houfes built at evciy halfe league, in which 
thcie lycth a Witch continually to keepe the River, 
pafTmg along untill wee came to the fourth Honfe- 
where, for all wee told thcna it was :ir\E7!^hfh AnlbaJ- 
fador,fhot fourebrlive Pieces atus, and mift fomcof 
us very narrowly , whereupon wee caft anchor^ and 
Jay in the middle of the Rl^^^, but cowild not cer- 
tainly learne who thL7 were j' fiiy ling this day fcavE^n 
Ic^jgHcs. 

TnS. De^emier the 8. in the morning , w.\r fet fay le and 
went tb TdS^ being but two lcaj>ues, and could not 
paflcianyfurtherforyce^ but fay led in.grcat danger

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thither of fplitting our Ship by the violent force of 
it, which caufcd t'S to ftay there three d untill wc 
heard there mighc be a pafljgc cm over the Rkjnt^ ac 
A'M/irf . departed thirhcr upoulialcSleHges^on Sun- 
day tlie eleventh of De^cmbir , snd p:iff«j over great 
quantities of yce^ihroi Bur^m^ whcrcthc Prio^ie qf 
OrAnot^ tiath afaire C.i(Ue, (hence to C«/ioi«r^, and 
fo to VtMA to Bed , travelling with tnu^h labour 
fomc on foot jOrhcrs by the fl jJgts tlMs diy ^.IcJgues, 
vi^hcre Sir ftxdmAndtCm^y an E^§h(b Gcrickmaij, 
entertained liis E^:ctUcnct%\itxxi\^''^ tl|c Tovjmc is y^c- 
ry pleafamly feaied upon the E.^ft fide of theZtA;»<y, 
and the r rcit (hinges in \\ arc Flowers ^ /pr there 5¥as 
z Tulif'f§ott^ f >ld lattly tor ^^.o.poundSjpsSir F^r- 
intormed his Excellence. 
The next morning^wec tgoke Bo^tq and croflfc4.9- 
ver the River.though with much danger and dii^'cttlty 
inthe wer,thcwinde and tyde contrary , being gotju 
fliorr, went to rtruht wherv vvc Uy that night, whidi 
was but 2. leagues, and where there then dyed of tl?c 
Plague 80. a\vecke, but a little bcK>rc 3<^(> j iro^i 
thence tQ nex" day to Bed, travelling very late, 
and eight leagues this day ; where fomc ofthc ^^riqccs 
th2 Qjeenc ot Bohc^(*'s Sv)nnes, were at Scho >lc, 
whom ais £x'<r<?^f;7fc^ prefentlv vifited, ami ther<; met 
with fomc Genrleoncn, which the Qjecne had fent 
metthi^ £j^(rr//^;wc^,andtwoof hci Coaches to fcuh 

h icn to the Hagu^ . 

The nest day before his nxceS: went away,he vievf- 
cdthechiefethinesotnotc in the Towne, as the Vbi- 
valuies,tbc ^nAfQmte Sclioolc^hicb before we hid 
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not ley fare to fe.% and fromtliencc after dinner to the 
^^^Sf*^', whid^ WAS but 3.lcagiKS , being Wcdnelday 
Iflte 14*. day of December^ and tlicir Chnflmas £vc. 
Tbus leaving bis BxccUemie at the Hagn-^^ I wcat 
JtrnfiercUm foxAmftrdnm that famous Citic, fii ft by Waggon 
to Harlem^ which was five leagues, where I ky that 
night, being a very well built Townc, the next day 
to the Ciric it fclfc, which was three Icjgucs, pafling 
all the way upon a Cawfey, by HarUm.Mcare on my 
right hand, aftd the River on thekfc, and cntrcd 
in at Barkm-Fort , and paft through all the new 
Towne, and over three large Granfts, Primes^ K eajers^ 
and the Beans Grauft^ thefc Streets be three Quarters 
cf anEogliflimile in lengthy two hundreth paces in 
bredth, havingan even tow ot ftately beautiful! Buii- 
•^diogs , and Trees plantcd^the whole lergth of the 
^Cratifts fide, and fo into the old Townc, which is not 
-of fo ftately a building, but the whole Cicie is buifc 
upon Piles in the water^ and a great Channell runneth 
through every Street for the Marcbants fhips to fayfc 
to their doores , their Exchanges is built touch like 
wnto that in London^ both beneath and above, but that 
itwants a li-ttle in breadth, wiih water running under 
•It, there is a very large building called the Wcijlcufc^^ 
wherein all poorc Children, FathcrlelTc^or of decay- 
ed Parents, are there maintained and brought up, and 
there is now at this pre fen t time 800. all clad ahke, 
the one fide of their garments BUckc and the other 
Ked ; there is likewife foure Hofpirals adjoyning one 
tinto another, for Men and Women to be fevered each 
from orhcr , theEaft and Wcft//?<^<i;i>Houfcs,rwo 

rare 
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rare Bailings and curious withiei, and many ot-Iier 
delightful! things to pieafe the eye, hcerc I flayed 
two daycs*, and on Saturday tlic 17. dvf oi December^ 
at 5. of theclocke at nighty tookc a Seutc^ drawnc by 
aHorfe, and went up a River along by the fide of the 
Cawfevj thiin I palfcd dow.ne on before w Harlem^ 
and there at 10, of theclocke in the Evening tookea 
Waggon, and travailed nil night to the {Idgut^^vih\c\\ 
was five leagues J but ferried over the Rhyae^ at two 
in the morning, and got thither by 8. of the dockc; 
where wee flayed Eight dayes., and the moft part of ^-^^X' 
the time was fpcnt at the Quecnes Court, and the reft 
in vifitcs, bctwcenc the Prince of Orangc^^ the States^ 
and three Ambafladors which were there; as Mon- 
fieur Charne£i from Fr/inct^ , Seignior CArmerarius 
for the Swedes^ the VenttUn Ambafliidor, and the 
Count of CnUnburg'^ but bearing our Ship was come, 
his Excellence tookc leave of thcQnceneat 10. of the 
clockeatnightj and canne away next morning being 
Wcdnefday,the one and twentieth of December^ and 
Prince UHauricfL^ along with him to Kefw/cke, where 
the Prince of Oranges hath a Houfe, which his Ex- 
cdlcncr viewed, and then the Prince taking leave re- 
turned baekcagaine, and his Exce//e»ce rode on for* 
ward in hf r M^jcftics Coach to Delft where he dined, 
in whicS^Townc there are as many Bridges asDayes 
in they care, and fo many Chanoclsand Strects^whcrc 
Boates doe pafle up and downe , and one common 
^^dflageundcra CTiurch-yard, ufltfer which' wee did 
pailc, from thence by a Scute to Ratter Jam^ where w^o 
lay,whiih is from the league five lejgues>untill that the 
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whdt . ,ed us, aad then on Saturday brif: 
J>tctmhtr i^nid/rififnas Eve by o^ir fH!e ) at iMi, of 
theclockeirt thcnight,t0okcBv>-^v.. .u.i w^r^- rno'rr 
Stnp , fayling.firft tlvough MAgan Shft i^j 
^///r^, vihtxc out Ship called iX^^GarUud di 
^achof, and about 5 , in the af ternooac fee ci 
fay led over t!ie B mr, having i Pilacc fi v 1 c 
lis wiiha Lanthorneonthetopof his Mjft, (oun-ing 
For chcdcpth'allthcway ; andthcwxtdayottwelne 
of theclockc caft Anchor intiie Douncs^^t\6t\\^xft rid 
' and could not land for the roughncfle of tht Sea, un- 
til! Tucfday morning ;the 17. of Lecember^ and then 
landed at Denle^ and from thence by Poaft to CAn 
ferturf^^^nd fo to Sitttnbnrne to bed. 
' The next day in the morning earely to Cr4vefe»J^ 
and there tookc water for LufdoB ; where *»n rhc , 
my Right Honourable Lady mc this ExcelUncc^^wUo 
cxch'fingcd Bsf ges, and there rtir entertained him with 
^ Bacquet , and fo earely the r cxc morDing, went to 
HAmfton Court to his Majcfty^ ^
